bly Tobaceo, on reports of ths character
of the opposition in the elgarette branch,
aceontuated the prevalling tendency, Peo-
pla’'s Gas dropped off at one time 1'6 per
cont and Federal Steel continued to droop,
There was a marked falling off In_ the
Atchison preferred, probably cnused by
the depressing influence of other stocks,
Thera wia a very bullish aplrit latent in
the market novertheless and it turned from
these centers of depression and from the
reglon of the snow storm to other speclal-
tieg and the eastern rallroads.
